Effective dute of auayıl - 271h Mar 1959 
Captain Sampuran Singh Grewal was the Commander of 
Indian Airlines Corporation Viaconut aircraft VT DIZ on a 
scheduled flight from Karachi to Delhi on 27th May , 1959 
Apart from thc pre monsoon ( louds normal al that time of 
thic year, there were no indications of any unusual weather 
conditions enroute . The aircraft was not fitted with storm 
warning 12dir. 

At about 1725 loury (IST ) when the aircraft was ap 
proximately 150 miles from Delhi and flying at un alutule 
of 19,000 feet it suddenly cncountered a severe halistorm . The 
hailstones dontcd cngine cowlingy and propellers, broke open 
the kin of the leading edges of the wings and fuselage, 
damaged the control surfaces and pieked the pressuriscd cell 
that enclosed the pilot s cockpit and the passenger cabin , 
resulting in complete loss of preyounisation . The impact of 
the hallstones wat so grcat thai one panel of the shatter proof 
glass of the pilot s windscreen was knocked out while the 
other panels were rendeicd nearly opaque. Fragments of 
glage from the windscreen lacerated Captain Grewal s lieach and 
face causing profuyc bleeding 

The damage to the aircraft and its controls and the loss 
of pressurisation , with consequent losy of oxygen to the crew 
and passengers , produced an extremely serious situation . In 
this emergency Captain Grewal displayed great presence of 
mind , courage and very conviclerablc skill in retaining control 
of the aircraft, negotiating it through the storm and landing 
it safely at Palam , despitc hly own injuries and the cutical 
damage sustained by the aircraft. 

His outstanding performance ranky high in the annals of 
avlation and will serve as an inspiration to other pilots.

Elfective date of award - 18th April 1959. 
Lt Col. J B Dorabji (Gaihwal Rilles), Commandant, 5th 
Ballallon , Agsam Rilles, was in Tawang when His Holiness 
the Dalai Lama suuglit ayylum in Indian territory in April 
1959. Alter the departure of His Holiness from Tawang he 
visited his check post9 on the international frontier to check 
security arrangements . At Chuthangmu he found that about 
800 Tibetan and Khampa rcfugccs had crossed the border and 
alınost half of them were amined with pistols , rifles, sten gung 
and some even had L M .Gs. The presence of this large body 
of armed refugees in the border arca greatly outnumbering our 
security forces posed a very delicate problem Lt Col, Dorabji 
took a patrol himself to the border and explained to the 
refugccs that they would not procccd until instructions were 
received . On the following day he received orders that the 
refugees could be permitted to enter Indian territory provid 
ed they surrcndcrcd their armg. By then the numbei had 
exceeded a thousand and he had to use the utmost firmness 
and tact to secure the peaceful surrender of their weapons 
and their agreement to proceed in an orderly fashion to 
Tawang . 

Having brought the situation under control in Chuthangmu, 
Lt. Col. Dorabji proceeded to Topgey (Mago ) from where he 

from where he 
had received reports that several thousand refugees had cntcrcd 
Indian territory and thic situation was becoming critical as the 
refugces were demanding rations and were refusing to sur 
render their weapons. It was also reported that the refugees 
had begun harassing and looking the villagers of Mago and 
Luguthang . As the refugece had alieady started moving to 
wards Tawang, It was decided that thcy should be disa med 
enroute by removing the bolts and brecch blocks of whatever 
weapons they were carrying and by confiucating thcır pistols 
and revolvery In thc course of the next few days , Lt Col . 
Dorabji succeeded with his small force in taking nearly 700 
weapong and in vending almost 5 ,000 refugees in an orderly 
fashion towards Tawang . 

It was primarily due to the initiative , tact and firmness of 
Lt . Col. Dorabji that nearly 5 ,000 armed Khampa refugees 
were able to reach Tawang without any embarrassing inciderit. 
He showed exemplary courage and took constant personal risks 
beyond the normal call of duty in dealing with the situation . 


Ejerleve dnlr of award - 17th April 1959 
Havildar Uzlrsing Guiung was one of the N .C .O , in com 
mand of a section of Assam Riflcs at Chuthungino , a border 
outpost in the Kameng Frontier Division , on the 17th April 
1959 when he received information that a large group of 
approximately 1000 Khampa and Tibetan refugeey were ap 
proaching the border with the intention of entering India . 
Al llat time the decision to grant anylumn to these refugce . 
had not been taken Acting on 1114 own initiative Havildar 
Uzining Gurung immediately proceeded to the buider with 
a patrol. Ihcic hc deployed his small force and with com 
mendable courage and firmnery succeeded in preventing the 
Iclugees, who had alreadly coved the border and waic in 
Indian territory , from proceeding further He also succeedel 
in disarming all the refugees. Ilavıldur Üzir4ing Gurung s 
courage and initiative in thus episode werd in keeping with 
the highest Traditions of the Awam Rilles.

of thc Post Office The two postal officials and onc of the 
Constables seated themsclves inside the van , and as the Head 
Constable got into the front seat a man armed with a revol 
ver came up and shot him dead . The bandit then went to 
the back of the van , fired at the occupants injuring the 
cashier and fatally wounding hug assistant and yratched onc 
of the bags containing Rs. 39 ,000 . The bandit ran to his 
cai and though fired at by the Constable managed to drive 


off 


Shri Mehtab Singh , Driver of the Directorate of Postal Ser 
vices Stal Car , was at the time waiting with the car outside 
thc Post Office On hearing the shots and seeing the bandit 
making oft he immcdiately picked up the other armed Con 
Ntable and set oft in purauit. Though the gunman repeatedly 
fired at his pursuere and made desperate attempts to throw 
them off , Shri Mehilab Singh courageously continucd the 
chasc Eventually a shot from the Constable punctured the 
tyre of the bandit s car and his escape was further obstructed 
by a police wireless van coming in the opposite direction , The 
bandit linding he was cornered shot himself The bag of 
caslı he had looted was recovered from his car .

PRIVATE USE OF OFFICE CARS AT A NOMINAL RATE 


There was no measurement book for reference showing the 
plot whcre the work was undertaken and the total lengths 
and width of the road and lengths, bredth and depth of the 
drains .
